We have been in touch with the RCMP on thio ca so cince 
May 1963, with particular reference to whether. Heine had been 
• observed by the RCMP to be engaged in subversive acfcivitiao in 
Canada. We have been advicod by the Canadians that no ouch' 
activities of Heine have come to their attention, although they 
also acknowledge that they have not had him under curvoillancc. 

Furthermore, the RChiP has not developed information on 
oopionago activities of Heine prior to hio arrival in Canada. 

In discussions with an officer of this Agency within tho 
past few days, the RCMP hao made it clear that it dooa not 
consider this a cloned ease and that it will take whatever 
further investigative steps may be appropriate, including 
further questioning of Heine, as developments in the ease 
may dictate. 
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
